The British, on their part of the 
front in France, entered German 
trenches in the vicinity of Bouchaves- 
nes, north of Peronne, and also carried 
out raids successfully to the south of 
Arras. In the latter sector the Ger- 
man positions were bombed and many 
casualties were inflicted on their occu- 
pants. 

Heavy artillery activity is in prog- 
Ancre and Somme sectors, 
according to Berlin. The German war 
office reports the stopping of a French 
attack south of Ripont, in Champagne, 
and also the destruction of sixteen en- 
tente airplanes and two capive bal- 
loons in attacks by the Germans. The 
London war office announces that nine 
German machines were brought down 
or driven down damaged, and admits 


that five British machines are missing. 
On the other fronts only minor oper- 
ations have been reported.

“Between the Oise and the.

‘In Champagne we delivered in the 
course of the afternoon a new attack 
against the German positions west of 
Maisons de Champagne on a front of 
1500 meters. Our troops captured all 
the trenches the enemy had taken on 
ridge 185 and penetrated a fortified 
work on the slopes north of Mamelon. 
During this action we took about 100 
prisoners, 

“On both banks of the Meuse there 
was lively artillery action in the sec- 
tors of Avocourt, Douaumont and St. 
Mihiel. 

“About 4 o'clock this afternoon the 
Germans bombarded with incendiary 
shells the open town of Soissons, caus- 
ing several fires.” 

Belgian Communication: ‘Great artil- 
lery activity occurred, particularly 
against Dixmude and Steenstraete. The 
bombardments on both sides were ac- 
companied by spirited grenade fighting 
during the afternoon.’ 


BRITISH IMPROVE 
THEIR POSITION. 


London, March 12.—The official 
port from British headquarters 
France tonight reads: 

“We improved our position slightly 
during the night northeast of Bou- 
chavesnes. Enemy trenches in the same 
neighborhood were entered by our pa- 
trols at other places and a few pris- 
oners secured. This morning we raid- 
ed German trenches south of Arras, 
in spite of strong resistance by the 
garrison, bombed dugouts and inflicted 
many casualties. 

“The artillery activity on both sides 
was most marked in the Ancre area, the 
neighborhood of § Arras, Neuvile-St. 
Vaast and the Ypres sector. 

“There was considerable aerial ac- 
tivity yesterday. Mucn successful bomb- 
ing and reconnaissance work was car- 
ried out by our airplanes. Aijir fight- 
ing is continuous. Nine enemy machines 
were brought down or driven down 
damaged, four of whitch are known to 
have been destroved. Five of our ma- 
chines are missing.” 


FRENCH FAIL, 
GERMANS SAY. 

Berlin, March 12.—(Via Sayville.)— 
French troops this morning attacked 
the German positions south of Ripont, 
in the Champagne district but were re- 
pulsed, says an official statement is- 
sued today by the German army head- 
quarters staff. In the Aisne sector and 
in- several districts along the River 
Aisne and in Champagne yesterday 
there was especially strong artillery 
firing. 

The statement follows: 

“Western Front: On account of the 
very bright weather the activity of 
long-range guns and airplanes increas- 
ed at many places on this front. Fire 
especially was strong in the Ancre. sec- 
tor, between Bouquoyv and Le Transloy, 
and was lively in several sectors along 
the Aisne and in the Champagne. 

“South of Ripont the French this 
morning attacked parts of 
tion.

“Our enemies lost sixteen airplanes 
and two captive balloons by air at- 
tacks of our airplanes, and one machine 
by our defensive fire.”

GERMANS BALKED

FALL OF BAGDAD 
‘SHOCK TO BERLIN. 


' Geneva, March 12.—(Via Paris.) —The 
‘fall of Bagdad caused the greatest sur- 
‘prise in Berlin and Vienna, according 
| to news received here from those capi- 
| tals. Quite recently the Austrian and 
German papers announced that owing to 
the large Turkish reinforcements sent 
from Aleppo and Smyrna, Bagdad could 
hold out indefinitely. 

It is expected here that one of the 
early results of the occupation of Bag- 
dad by the British troops will be the 
recall of all Turkish contingents fight- 
ing at the various fronts. Colonel Fey- 
ler, the military critic, writes in The 
Journal De Geneve: 

“Unless a new Ottoman army is con- 
stituted for a new campaign against 
the forces of General Maude, the city 
will definitely remain in the hands of 


the English.”

Would Increase Rate From 
$1.25 to $1.40 to Care 
for Improvements. 


At a mass meeting of the citizens of 
Decatur Monday night it was voted to 
increase the tax levy for 1917 from 
$1.25 to $1.40 and use the surplus to 
pay off the indebtedness of the city. 
The meeting was well attended by the 
citizens, several women of Decatur who 
are property owners, being present. 

Paul Callahan, editor of The Dekalb 
New Era, was elected chairman. He 
stated that the mayor and council had 
announced that a rate of $1.25 would 
raise $36,410, which would be sufficient 
to run the city for 1917. <A resolution 
was introduced by Hooper Alexander 
praising the mayor and council and 
leaving the tax rate for 1917 to them, 
with the suggestion that it be raised 
15 cents. This resolution was carried. 

Decatur is planning many improve- 
ments for the coming year and it was 
pointed out by Mr. Alexander that the 
small increase would ‘be needed to car- 
ry out these improvements. The meet- 


ing Monday night was held in the 
superior courtroom in the Guess build- 
ing. 

Last year an addition of 25 cents per 
hundred ¢o the regular tax rate was 
consented to by the citizens and about 
50 per cent of the town’s debts were 
cleared off.

BY BLINDED SOLDIER 


Sergeant Major Robert Middle- 
miss Lectures for the 
Blind Fund. 


Those who heard the lecture of Ser- 
geant Major Robert Hiddlemiss, late of 
the Twenty-ninth division of the Brit- 
ish regular army, stationed in India at 
the outbreak of the war, and saw the 
moving pictures at the Atlanta theater 
last night, were brought into closer 
touch with the war horrors probably 
than Atlantangs have been hitherto.

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AMERICAN PRISONERS 
ABUSED BY GERMANS 


Yarrowdale Men Were Given 
Little Food and Were 
Kicked and Cuffed. 


Zurich, March 12.—(Via  Paris.)— 
Laden with cigars, cigarettes and food 
showered upon them by the hospitable 
Swiss, fifty-nine of the now historic 
Yarrowdale prisonre shave arrived in 
Zurich. They had arrived at the Ger- 
man frontier at Lindau Saturday after 
a continuous trip of fifty-two hours 
from the prison cam pat Brandenburg. 

The sailors, although emaciated from 
their imprisonment and serious lack of 
food since their arrival in Germany on 
December 31, are in fair condition and 
confident that with a normal amount of 
food they will soon be themselves 
again. The party was met here by 
United States Consul General Keene, 
who greeted them briefly and asked 
them not to forget that they were 
Americans and not to bring discredit on 
America by yielding to an understand- 
able temptation over the 
traces.”

Between bites the Yarrowdale men 
told of the severe treatment to which 
they had been subjected in the German 
prison camps at Neutrelitz, Dulmen 
and Brandenburg, where they had been 
Buccessively interned after having 
been brought into Swinemuende on the 
Yarrowdale and where thev, as Ameri- 
cans, they said, were apparentiv 
Fingled out from all others. During 
their stay in Germany, they reported, 
they had subsisted on one allowance of 
Boup daily and had made their long 
journey to the border on one_ such 
ma .' ‘There was hardly one of them 

, they declared, had not felt the fist 
German camp guard and the 
squad of five soldiers which brought 
them to the border had exercised the 
eke geil of abusing them up to the 
ast possible moment. 

The men tell of the terrible suffer- 
ings they underwent during a period of 
severe cold weather in Germany due 
partly to lack but more to the 
absence of the shoes and clothing 
which they had lost. Since their ena 
trance into Switzerland, they say they 
have been royally treated. 

The party includes all the Ameri- 
cans detained except one seaman named 
Bulleat, of a French Canadian family, 
claiming to have been born in Massa- 
chusetts, who was helr in Brandenburg. 
They were accompanied by one Brazil- 
ian and one Spaniard.

“We didn’t look like a bunch of 
dudes,’ said one sailor, who was orig- 
inally from the British steamship Geor- 
Bic, “but if we looked like Apaches, as 
one correspondent said, “then it was the 
Germans who were responsible.

The promoters, according to the fed- 
eral officers, sold lots for a small sum 
with the promise to investors that a 
well would be sunk in the center of 
the land on which the lots were lo- 
cated, and the holders of the lots, in the 
event sulphur was found, would share 
in the profits in proportion to their 
holdings.

The lots 
sold by Flynn and Gregory, however, 
according to federal authorities, are not 
near the producing field.

RELATIVES OF KAISER 
HELD AS CONSPIRATORS 


Mr. and Mrs. Fischer Mixed in 
Plot Involving Interned 
German Cruisers. 


Philadelphia, March 12.—In the ab- 
sence of official instructions from 
Washington search of the interned 
German commerce raiders Kronprinz 
Wilhelm and Pring Eitel Friedrich at 
the Philadelphia navy yard for ex- 
plosives reported to have been smug- 
gled to the vessels from outside sources, 
an investigation of which has resulted 
in the arrest of five persons, was de- 
ferred today by local agents of the 
department of justice. 

The orders authorizing an examina- 
tion of the ships were expected today, 
but up to a late hour had not arrived. 
Additional arrests in the alleged plot 
which may approach a status interna- 
tional in aspect, are contemplated, fed- 
eral agents admitted tonight. 

According to naval officers at the 
local yard, search of the raiders can- 
not be made without international com- 
Plications arising unless the govern- 
ment actually seizes the ships. 

The status of the government’s case 
against those arrested Saturday and 
held for trial in the federal courts 
on the charge of smuggling certain 
goods, ‘including valuable chronometers, 
from the interned ships in violation of 
the customs laws, remains unchanged. 


Henry Rohner, president of the 
Henry Rohner company, wholesale gro- 
cers of this city, one of the three prin- 
cipals in the alleged customs frauds, 
asserted his innocence today. He ad- 
mitted two of his chauffeurs, under 
arrest as witnesses, had hauled certain 
articles to and from the ships for Mrs. 
Helena Fischer, wife .of Adelbert K. 
Fischer, president of the Schutte Koert- 
ing company, machinists, of this city. 
Mr. and Mrs. Fischer, who are said to 
be related to the Emperor of Germany, 
are the other principals named by the 
government in the smuggling - plot. 
With Rohner they are at liberty un- 
der $5,000 bail for trial at the June 
term of court. 

Rohner declared he had the assur- 
ance of Mrs. Fischer that the boxes 
removed from the vessel's contained 
nothing detrimental to the government. 
He said the only articles he had taken 
to the raiders at the instance of Mrs. 
Fischer were some delicacies which 
she sent to friends of herself and hus- 
band and grocery supplie’s ordered from 
his firm by officers of the interned 
ships for the crews, comprising 4850 
men. 

Henry Rohner said he was. the 
victim of an act of courtesy. Twice 
a week he delivered groceries to the 
interned ships on motor trucks, he said, 
and Mrs. Fischer asked permission to 
send some things to the ships. Later 
Mr's. Fischer asked permission to let 
Rohner’s driver bring articles from the 
cruisers. He consented, he said, after 
she had assured him that he would not 
be doing anything unlawful. The ar- 
ticles were bfought to Rohner’s whole- 
sale house and called for by Mrs. Fisch- 
er. Rohner added he knew nothing 
of the contents of the boxes until ap- 
prised by federal agents.

Trying to Jockey This Country 
Into Bad Diplomatic Situation 
About Ancient Treaty. 


Washington, March 12.—Germany to- 
day renewed her efforts to have the 
United States to sign a protocol amend- 
ing the Prussian-American treaty of 
1779 so as to exempt all German 
dents in the United States from arrest 
or interference during war, and reserv- 
ing to all German ships in American 
ports the right to safe conduct to home 
ports. It is the same protocol that 
Ambassador Gerard refused to consider 
before leaving Berlin. 

The Swiss minister, Dr. Paul Ritter, 

called at the state department today 
by direction of the German foreign of- 
fice With a copy of the proposed 
amendment to the treaty. He was un- 
able to Secretary Lansing. The 
matter probably will be given due con- 
sideration by state department officials 
though it realized that such an 
amendment, even though the adminis- 
tration favored it, would not have 
much prospect of ratification in the 
senate. 
_ Officials are at a loss to understand 
Germany's insistence on the reaffirma- 
tion of this old treaty, especially as 
the Unied States already has announc- 
ed that it intended to live up to the 
two main conditions as to the security 
of German shipping and German Nna- 
tionals in this country in event of war, 
while Germany held to have v10- 
lated it. 

There is a disposition here to believe 
that Germany is endeavoring to jockey 
this country into a bad diplomatic sit- 
uation by forcing it to abrogate the 
old document. Such action, it is point- 
ed out, might be made the basis for the 
charge that the United States did not 
respect the sanctity of treaties and 
justification for retaliatory action by 
Germany.

Wood Tells Rev. Adolf 
Berle His Doctrine “Means 
the Murder of Our Sons 
and the Dishonor of Our 
Women.” 


New York, March 12.—Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, stirred by a criti- 
cism of compulsory service in ad- 
dresses at a banquet of the Economic 
club here tonight, turned on the 
speaker, the Rev. Adolf A. Berle, wide- 
ly known as a lecturer on educational 
topics, and declared that the doctrine 
preached “‘means the murder of our 
sons and the dishonor of our women.’ 

General Wood had addressed the 
diners earlier in the evening. He 
asked for a second hearing after Dr. 
Berle had arraigned the advocates of 
compulsory military service and as- 
serted that with three months’ train- 
ing he could “hold his own with any 
officer in the field.” 

General Wood's reappearance brought 
the diners to their feet with cheers. 

“Of course, we want volunteer serv- 
ice just as we want voluntary moral- 
ity, just as we want everything that 
is good,” asserted General Wood, “but 
none but a fool expects to’ get it.” 

General Wood appealed to the wom- 
en present by saying, “The preceding 
speech is full of those principles which 
insure the useless sacrifice of life— 
the death of your sons.. It is a wicked 
and absurd doctrine, full of untruths 
and falsehoods.” 

Then, turning to Dr. Berle, General 
Wood declared: 

“We have boys who are willing to 
serve; we are willing to die, but I hope 
we are better prepared to die than you 
are.’ 

Mayor Mitchel and a number of oth- 
ers. crowded around General Wood and 
shook his hand when he finished, and 
the diners cheered again. 


TURKEY WILL ACCEPT 
AMERICAN CONSULS 


Washington, March 12.—Turkey has 
abandoned her attempt to draw from 
the United States recognition of her 
abrogation of the capitulations under 
which American citizens in the Otto- 
man empire are subject to the laws of 
their own country. Ambassador El- 
kus, at Constantinople, it became 
known tonight, has cabled that the 
Turkish government will accept “tem- 
porarily” the four American consuls 
recently transferred to that country 
from Germany under the old form of 
exequator empowering the consuls to 
act as extra-territorial judges in cases 
involving citizens of the United States 
and their property. ° 

With this question cleared up, the 
state department now has forwarded 
another request to Germany that the 
four consuls who have ‘been. delayed 
at Munich be permitted to depart for 
their new posts tn Turkey immedi- 
ately. 

When these consuls were ordered 
transferred soon after the severance 
of relations between the United States 
and Germany reports -to the depart- 
ment indicated that they were being 
held virtually as hostage because this 
country was believed to be hindering 
the movements of the former German 
consul general at Atlanta who was de- 
layed at Havana on his way to Ecua- 
dor. Later the department was advised 
that safe conducts were not issued 
because it was uncertain whether the 
consuls would be received in Turkey. 

The Ottoman government's proposal 
that new exequators which would not 
recognize the “capitulations” be issued 
to the consuls was flatly rejected by 
Ambassador ElkKus on instructions from 
Washington.

GERMANY PLAYS GAME. Gen. Wood Is Cheered TROLLEY MEN STRIKE. 
WITH UNITED STATES 


AT NATIONAL CAPITAL 


The Men Are Demanding That 
Their Union Be Given 
Recognition. 


Washington, March 12.—Practically 
one-half of the street railway lines of 
the capital were being operated today 
by strike-breakers. The other half, 
owned by another company, was run- 
ning as usual with the regular men 
who had come to terms with their 
employers. Recognition of the union 
was the chief question. 

Service on the lines under _ strike, 
while infrequent, was being maintain- 


ed without disorder and the company 
expressed its confidence that opera- 


tions would return to normal ina few 


days. 

The first activity by the strikers was 
shown on a busy corner near the 
patent office this afternoon. Dozens 
of the strikers rushed cars and dis- 
abled them by removing fuses; others 
with chalk wrote. strike slogans on 
the sides of the cars while they were 
stalled. Although large numbers of 
police were hurried to the corner the 
strikers appeared to have it all their 
own way and so long as no violence 
was dorfe the police made no arrests. 
Traffic was delayed.

RUSSIA SENDING GOLD 


TO THE UNITED STATES 


New York, March 12.—According to 
reports current in the financial dis- 
trict today, the Russian government Is 
contributing largely to the continued 
heavy imports of gold for account of 
the entente powers. 

The $41,000,000 which came last Sun- 

day from Canada was said to have con- 
tained a considerable amount of gold 
shipped from Petrograd by way of the 
Trans-Siberian railroad, from Vladi- 
vostok to Vanoouver. Some French 
gold also figured in this particular con- 
signment, according to reports. 
It is understood, without officia] con- 
firmation, that the French and Russian 
governments are sharing more impor- 
tantly in the recent shipments of gold 
to this country. Part of the Russian 
gold is said to have came from France, 
where Russia is believed to have had 
large reserves. 

J. P. Morgan & Co., to whom al] the 
gold has been consigned, as the fiscal 
and commercial agents of the British 
and French governments, declined to 
discuss the matter bevond stating that 
the leading representatives in the en- 
tente countries are co-operating in the 
maintenance of credits here.
